In this crisis we can only add our voice to his. We echo his burning reproof 
af those who have dared to unleash the hounds of war in a world which has 
siready suffered so long and so bitterly. With him we denounce with all our 


strength this fresh outbreak of aggression which sets at utter defiance the 
hard-won concert of the nations for the outlawing of international banditry. 
With him we plead for a renewal of that basic sanity among men and nations 
which will establish peace upon its only enduring foundations of justice and 
charity. With him we urge upon the world not the counsels of despair which 
would describe the situation as beyond salvation, but the promise of a better 
hope implicit in the dawning recognition of human solidarity under the univer- 
fatherhood of God. 

We share his anguish for those whose unmerited sufferings have again 
filed the cup of human misery to overflowing. Our eyes follow his as he sur- 
yeys the ravaged cities, the desolated countrysides, the charred ruins of a thou- 
xd homes and shrines. We count with him the ghastly casualties of modern 
rrfare, the broken bodies, the dead-in their silent windrows. Foremost, in- 
witably, in our thinking are the heroic people of Hungary. For centuries they 
have been a bastion of Christendom against the outer perils, and for centuries 
eir blood has been spilled for the ideal of a united Christian society. Now 
wain they have received the full brunt of a calculated fury and have written 
matchless chapter in the annals of freedom. To them, in their darkest hour, 
e offer the sympathy of our common faith and we pledge our unremitting 
forts to help them achieve that ultimate liberty for which their sons and 
laughters have died, surely not in vain. 


It isnot mere rhetorie to say that at this juncture the world is poised on 
¢ brink of disaster: it is grim realism. Yet war in modern terms would be a 
ightmare of unimaginable horrors. It can only annihilate; it has no power to 
polve our problems. If, im the ultimate resort, it is the duty of man to resist

ITOISM,” or multiple can- 
cer, is a new form of the Marxist con- 
spiracy against freedom, Christian- 
ity and the system of private enter- 
prise. 

In order to understand the strug- 
gle in Eastern Europe one must draw 
a clear distinction between the 
events in Poland and the Soviet de- 
cision to slaughter thousands of Hun- 
garian patriots. 

In Poland, as many Polish pa- 
triots have pointed out, Soviet trick- 


ery produced a relatively bloodless . 


transition from “Stalinism” to “Ti- 
toism.” One Communist Gauleiter, 
Mr. W. Gomulka, was substituted for 
another. This was easy because the 
master-minds in the Kremlin had 
every reason to trust Mr. Gomulka. 
As early as 1944, the new head of 
the Marxist regime in Warsaw had 
been hailed by the Moscovites as “the 
Stalin of Poland.” By “liquidating” 
(i.e, murdering) Polish patriots 
during World War II Gauleiter Go- 
mulka dug the grave of the Polish 
Republic. The annihilation of “anti- 
Communists” (i.e., true champions 
of freedom) in Poland was recalled 
in a recent report of the Associated 
Press (Oct. 22, 1956). Mr. Gomulka, 
it was revealed, had “helped the So- 
viets to liquidate the anti-Commu- 
nists of Poland.” : 

To be sure, Mr. Gomulka and 
his fellow-conspirators in Warsaw 
want independence and sovereignty. 
But, with equal ferocity, they are de- 
termined to maintain the new re- 
gime: “Titoist” national communism.

When Father Walsh made 
this far-sighted observation, he act- 
ed out the words with vivid, inimit- 
able gestures. No scholar on the face 
of the earth had a better insight into 
the mainsprings of the Marxist em- 
pire. 

Unfortunately, as in 1933-34, the 
good counsel of Father Walsh was 
overlooked in the Washington po- 
litical arena. After the 1948 Tito split 
with the Kremlin (real or appar- 
ent), the whole chorus of Marxist 
sympathizers and their dupes in the 
press, radio and television began to 
chant the praises of the Communist 
regime in Yugoslavia. “The way to 
defeat international communism,” it 
was asserted, “is to subsidize nation- 
al communism.” The “calculated 
risk”. began to be publicized as a 
“sure thing.” Adherents of Karl 
Marx waxed lyrical about their new 
Leninist idol, Tito. This was some 
compensation to the Marxist com- 
mentators and columnists for the ob- 
vious hypocrisy of “the gods that 
failed” in the USSR. . 


Tue death of.Josef Stalin add- 
ed new lustre to the ¢rown of Tito. 
After 1953, The Daily Worker, with 
no little caution, began to change its 
tone. Then, on Oct. 19, 1956, the “Ti- 
toist” line official, world- 
wide Kremlin police. Having achiev- 
ed a meeting of minds at Brioni on 
the Adriatic and Yalta in the Crimea, 
the Marxist conspirators had been 
able to coordinate their new tech- 
niques.

SoMETIMES 
when the house is 
quiet at night, and I 
go upstairs to cover 
the children in their 
sleep, I touch the 
long braids, the yel- 
low curls, David's 
soft toes, and I think 
with wonder what a 
wealth of glory they 
fell heir to on the 
day of their Bap- 
tism, what true no- 
bility is theirs as 
Christians. And I 
want to share these 
treasures with them, 
teach them the beau- 
tiful gift of God that they are them- 
selves, that is a sign in their faces, 
teach them how tenderly He holds 
them and guards them as His best- 
loved. 

This is the Christian education 
we are all so concerned with these 
days. It is a most serious concern, 
for our children are first of all chil- 
dren of God, and I should think it 
would be most important for me to 
show this to them, even as they have 
shown the love of God to me. How can 
we do this, one large father and one 
small mother, painfully aware of our 
duties but hopelessly imadequate to 
the task? 

Our children need Catechism 
training, of course, whether in a 
parochial school, or after Mass on 
Sundays at the church. As a respon- 
sible parent, I have to cooperate with 
the nuns on prompt and regular at- 
tendance at classes: I havé:to read 
the lessons to the little ones and watch 
that the older ones study their assign- 
ments. I have to help them all to 
understand the great why behind the 
simple questions and answers. 

For these are only empty func- 
tions if the children are not made 
aware of a reason for their instruc- 
tion. It must be only tiresome duty 
if we do not ourselves show most posi- 
tively why we are so interested in 
the Church and what she tells her 
children. St. Paul urges us all to be 
“rooted in Christ,” but in the begin- 
ning we can do this only by knowing 
that God loves us, and looks after 
us, that He even waits upon us, with 
a great unspeakable love that would 
fill us more wonderfully than we 
could ever imagine. Brother Lawrence 
says that when God “finds a soul per- 
meated with Faith,” His graces “pour 
into the soul like a torrent.” 

We all want our children to learn 
as much of this as we can manage, 
but we cannot, I suppose, hope for a 
method or an exact way to teach these 
enormous truths to our little ones. We 
must learn to trust to God that He 
will put together all the circumstances 
that are needed to impress our chil- 
dren. In a large family, time is at a 


premium, the little ones cannot under- 
stand what might be said to the older 
ones, and we have to pick up what is 
at hand and ask the Holy Spirit to 
be with us. Sometimes the children’s 
own questions are wonderful guides, 
and they don’t expect or want elabor- 
ate answers — which is a blessing for 
me, because I don’t have any. Ques- 
tions can be a trap too. In our house 
we have the merry questioner, Peter, 
who is satisfied and pleased with a 
simple direct answer, and then we 
have Tessa, who worries a question 
like a dog does a bone. And this has 
to be politely, if possible, ended be- 
fore we are all disintegrated under 
her fire. 


From the children’s questions of- 
ten come long thoughts of their own, 
I am sure, for their private conversa- 
tions are often concerned with God. 
Heads bent together over their cray- 
ons one morning, Peter and Alice 
were discussing a missing book, and 
I overheard Peter telling Alice that if 
she wanted another book, she didn’t 
have to worry about how she would 
get one. All she had to do was ask 
God for it, and He would put it “right 
on the table.” 

Their faith restores me: my chil- 
dren give back a thousand times what 
I give to them. 


All we can say to our children, 


however, counts for little beside what 
they see and hear us do. I have stop- 
ped hiding my Rosary, and find I can 
pray while rocking Mark for his nap. 
I may be interrupted or distracted, 
but I have no solitude to pray in, with 
seven children. And surely the Holy 
Mother will remember that I thought 
of her and offered her my poor 
thanksgiving, children, distracticns 
and all. 

The Breviary turns up on the 
washing machine, the record player, 
the telephone table. It’s a familiar — 
and joful — sight. I only read it when 
I can, a limited space somewhere in 


the day that offers itself, but I have 


to remember to move slowly aboy 
in the Psalms, so that if the bab 
cries from the top of the buffet o, ; 
neighbor boy wants to lawn-mower 
I can take the peace and joy of prayey 
with me when I answer the calls | 
I am irritated and cross at being taken 
from the Psalms of the day, then my 
day is not truly a prayer. For wam 
should be able to slip about from than 
best prayers we can manage, to sere 
vice for others, to appreciation off 
God’s blessings. Surely these thing 
are all mingled in prayer. ’

(Continued from page 1) come and 
get American money and supplies. 

The Daily Worker, on Oct. 19, 
1956, recommended this move. This 
Marxist organ urged “expanded for- 
eign economic aid and various forms 
of peaceful competition with the 
Lands of Socialism.” 


Why has there been this change 
in the “official line” of the Commu- 
nist press in America and in the 
whole world? 


Marxists everywhere, it was re- 
ported by Bernard Kaplan (North 
American Newspaper Alliance, Oct. 
19, 1956) have been openly criticiz- 
ing the Soviet Government’s “adam- 
ant refusal to allow them to ac- 
cept Marshall Plan aid in 1948.” The 
local Communists now judge this re- 
fusal to have been “a disastrous mis- 
take.”” Communist diplomats in Paris, 
Mr. Kaplan adds, admit that “some 
way must be found to open their 
countries to Western capital” and 
claim that unless the captive nations 
can “bolster their shriveled econo- 
mies in a remarkable short time, un- 
rest more serious and widespread 
than the Poznan disturbances could 
result...” But they acknowledge 
that “this will require capital in 

uantities unobtainable within the 
ommunist orbit.” 


This helps to explain the posi- 
tion of Mr. Gomulka in Warsaw. He 
needs money; he needs food; he 
needs credit. He has been invited by 
the U.S. Government to “bolster up” 
a shriveled economy at the expense 
of the people of the USA. Mr. Go- 
mulka has been assured that he is 
welcome to the money without re- 
gard to “the adoption by these 
countries of any particular form of 
society.”” Mr. Gomulka, astute Marx- 
ist conspirator that he is, replied that 
he would be glad to have the money 
“without any strings attached.” This 
was the formula that enriched Tito, 
personally, and fastened the chains 
of Marxist tyranny upon the people 
of Croatia, Serbia, Slovenia and Mon- 
tenegro. One must acknowledge that 
it is an ingenious device. And that 
the U.S. taxpayers are gluttons for 
punishment. 


In dramatic contrast to the 
staged “revolution” in Poland, one 
could see that the Hungarian patri- 


ots, Christian to the core, were will- 
ing to shed their blood to overthrow 


- both Communism as well as Soviet- 


ism. The men, women and children 
of Hungary were butchered by or- 
ders of the “Titoist” tyrant, Mr. Erno 
Gero. It was Mr. Gero, the Marxist 


“comrade” of Mr. Tito, who invoked 


the aid of Soviet troops, tanks and 
guns in Budapest. 

But while two Communist re- 
gimes were continuing the murder 
of Hungarian patriots (their only re- 
bellion having been against Commu- 
nism and the Soviet Union), Presi- 
dent Tito maintained a diplomatic si- 
lence in Belgrade and Brioni. It was 
only when the second “Titoist,” Mr. 
Imre Nagy, found himself losing out 
to true “fighters for freedom” that 
Mr. Tito recovered the power of 
speech. The “Stalin of Yugoslavia” 
thereupon urged that the fighting 
cease in Budapest. But he said noth- 
ing about the demands of free peo- 
ples everywhere that the Soviet as- 
sassins be withdrawn from Hungary. 

The “Titoist” attitude was wide- 
ly noted. The Marxist regime in 
China, for example, indicated (The 
N.Y. Times, Oct. 27, 1956) that it 
strongly supported “the actions of 
the Soviet troops in Hungary,” con- 
demning the anti-Communist (.e., 
pro-freedom) action in Budapest as 
“an armed revolt engineered by 
gangs of counter-revolutionary ban- 
dits.”’ This is an interesting comment 
about Hungarian heroism to origin- 
ate in the Chinese sector of the new 
Marxist empire. The “comrades” are 
well coordinated. 


Another illustration of perfect 
timing was noted in the Far East. 
President Sukarno of Indonesia in- 
dicated that he was “beginning to 
see the advantages of ‘Titoism.’” In- 
deed, according to The N.Y. Herald 
Tribune (Oct. 30, 1956), Mr. Su- 
karno called for the “end to politi- 
cal parties in Indonesia.” Simultan- 
eously, observers in Jakarta “recall- 
ed that when Sukarno was in Yugo- 
slavia recently, he lavished praise on 
President Tito’s form of govern- 
ment.” They also said, it was re- 
ported by the -Associated Press, that 
“Sukarno has openly championed 
the merits of ‘directed democracy.’ ” 

This meaningful bit of news ar- 
rived in Washington 24 hours after 
it had been intimated that U.S. tax

human dignity must be employed and exhausted to avoid the final arbitra- 
ment of nuclear warfare. It has been the hope of mankind that a means 
adequate to the necessity might be found in the concert of the United 
Nations. This is neither the time nor the place to review its history or to pass 
judgment on its achievement. If there have been mistakes in its decisions and 
faltering in its procedures, that is no more than a commentary on our human 
condition. The fact remains that it offers the only present promise we have for 
sustained peace in our time; peace with any approximation of justice. The im- 
agen of our Holy Father’s recent impassioned messages, clearly revealed 

their context, is that the nations must employ their unity with such revived 
strength and purpose as to banish the spectre of war. It is division which tempts 
the aggressor; it is unity which gives him pause.

ce, nothing more discreditable to the 
themselves to peace, than the disunity 


which threatens to disrupt our immediate counsels and dissipates our strength. 
With the Sovereign Pontiff we recognize the urgency of prompt and effective 
intervention to silence the guns of war and to enforce the pacific arbitration of

f 4 HANKSGIVING! What 
a fine word it is.

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Tus is a picture of one 
of the short, brown-skinned 

eople called the Eskimo. 

hey are actually Indians 
and came from Asia just as 
the Indians did. The Eskimo 
came by boat from Asia 
about two thousand years 
ago. They came as civilized 
people. They wore fur cloth- 
ing and brought lamps, har- 
poons, and ‘beautifully made 
boats and pottery with them. 
Half of them live in Alaska 
under the United States gov- 
ernment and the rest live in 
central Canada, Labrador 
and Greenland. There are a 
few in Siberia, too. 

The Eskimo speak a 
language called Eskimoan 
which is unrelated to any of 
the other Indian tongues. 

Many people think that 
the Eskimo live in snow 
houses called igloos. How- 
ever, this is not entirely 
true. Only those who live in 
barren country where there 
is no wood or stone live in 
snow houses. In summer the 
Eskimo live in a skin tent 
and in the winter they live 
in a solid-walled house. The 
houses are made of logs, as 
driftwood is plentiful in 
southern Alaska. 

Along the Canadian coast 
which is barren, the Eskimo 
hunters move out onto the 
frozen sea ice in winter to 
hunt seals and polar bears, 
Their homes are made of 
large blocks which look like 
great snow dominoes! They 
are placed in ever-smaller 
circles. The Eskimo were the 
only Indians who could 
build a dome. 

The clothing of the Eskimo 
people was the best made in 
early America. Men, women 
and children all wore the 
same type of clothing — fur 
trousers and a shirt which 
hung over them. Their cloth- 
ing was made of caribou 
fawn and the fur was pain- 
stakingly matched and sewn 
by Eskimo women with 
needles made of fish bone. 

All Eskimo love feasts 
and athletic contests. At the 
end of the hunting season, 
the villagers held great cele- 
brations, They like to hold 
singing contests in which 
two men sing, dance and

play the drums, making fyy 
of each other. They also like 
to hold trading feasts when 
whole villages meet io ex. 
change goods. They dance 
and sing of their hunting 
deeds. The Eskimo are very 
clever hunters. 

In Alaska and southern 
Greenland, most Eskimo live 
and dress like white people. 
Many of them work in cap. 
neries and _ construction 
gangs. In World War II they 
gave fine service as scouts. 

In Alaska, the United 
States Indian Service is try. 
ing to give the Eskimo the 
same day schools, boarding 
schools and hospitals which 
it provides for other Indians, 
As there are no reservations 
in Alaska, the Eskimo live 
and work where they wish, 
Many Roman Catholic par- 
ishes have been estabilshed 
in all the larger towns in 
Alaska.

It is, one need hardly remark, a decidedly unpleasant 
play, often profane in language, always concerned with 
human degradation. It rigorously rules out any possibility 
of redemption, any grounds for hope. O’Neill was enamor- 
ed of pitch blackness, and would allow no ray of light 
to penetrate the dungeon gloom. 


Recognizing this, one must still admit that he saw the 
intimate and often terrible influence that human beings 
exert on one another, and suggested the rigid molds in 
which we cast ourselves. Of course, he went farther than 

1a that. He denied, in effect and sometimes specifically, human 
freedom, making us recourseless creatures of a malign 
fate. “None of us can help the things life has done to us” 
is his way of saying that we are helpless victims. 
__ Such is not true. We have freedom; we have responsi- 
bility. But it is true that we fasten ourselves in nets of 
our own slow weaving, generally by self-deception, and 
that peaking out of those nets can be excruciatingly 

cult. 

A person who bears in mind the fatal aberration in 
O'Neill's philosophy can still perceive that there is much 
verity, as well as error, in his presentation of the predica- 
ment of the Tyrone family.

palians. The sort of opposition that urges 
disapproval of not a specific candidate but 
any candidate of a specific religious group 
~whether that group is Protestant, Jewish, 
Catholic or any other—is opposing the 
spirit of the constitution. ae
